bliizabeth. Ut is clear, we think, that the game 
had an Engtish origin and originated, as Stratt 
suggests, in one very similar to croquet, played 
ai first upon the growad and afterwards trans- 
ferred tothe table, The allusions to it by old 
writers will throw seme lizht on the question 
We may note first the three ailusions which 
are quoted in nearly every article and book on 
the subject, few writers having thought it 
worth while to search for any more.

The Valiant Salier and Soldier Whom 


italy Menears. 
A correspondent of the Leadon Times writ- 


ing from Rome says: “All the cities of Italy have 
sent aword of sympathy to Clenova la Sa- 
perba,’ which has atibis moment good reasou 
to be proud of the funeral honors paid to the 
mortal remainset Nine Bixie, Of all the 
patriots whe tollowed by their valor and worth 
the cause of a struggling country, there is no 
une entitled to mere imperishable reaowa thaa 
this single-minded sailor aed soldier, Neo one 
was more lavish of his bieudl, no one more 
heedless of personal inierest, se one 
mere judifferent te the mere clamor of 
popular applause, ne one better de 

served the designation of the hero sans 
peur et sans reproche. He memed so far 
to have sulxlued fortune to bis strong will that 
he found himself ut at every action 
fought for Italy, always in the thickest of 
the fight, and uever coming back without one or 
wore wounds. In the defence of Rowe iu 154, 
in the campaign of Lombardy ten years later, 
at Calatafima, and on the Volturve, Bixio led 
the forlorn hope in these Garibaidian enter- 
prises of which record evough will remaiu in 
history even when stripped of whatever may 
be dismiwed as merely legendary, At Cus 

tozza, in Iii, where the Italians fought as 
fearlessly as they were unskilfully led, Bixio, 
for the first and last time in command of regu 

lar treops, was foremost amoung the generals 
who redeemed by theirconduct the honor of 
an army doomed to uumerited defeat.
